Man Tlint Cam* With Columbus Saw 
Haitians I’layKifc BaU. 

“The world was a long time learning 
the uses and valve of rubber,” says H. 
E. Armstrong in Ainslee’s. “For two 
centuries after the Spaniards saw the 
gum In the bands of natives of the new 
world It was little more than a curios- 
ity. Old Herrea, who went with Co- 
lumbus on his second voyage, made a 
note of an elastic ball which was mold- 
ed from the gum of a tree. At their 
games the nude Haitians made it 
bound high in the air. The Aztecs were 
familiar with the gum and calh>d it ule, 
and from them the Spaniards learned 
to smear It on their coats to keep out. 
the wet. They had crossed the seas 
for gold and never dreamed of a time 
when the sticky milk the uncouth In- 
dians drew from strange trees would 
be worth more than the treasure of the J 
hills. 

“Jose, king of Portugal, in 1555, comes 
down to us as the wearer of a pair of 
boots sent out to Tara to be covered 
with a waterproof gum. Yet 300 years 
were to elapse before a Connecticut 
Yankee should make a pair of boots of 
rubber which would not decompose. 
Dr. Priestly, author of a work on ‘Per- 
spective,’ now forgotten, recorded that 
caoutchouc (pronounced kaehook) was 
useful in small cubes for rubbing out 
pencil marks; hence the name rubber. 
The India linked with it refers to the 
savages who gathered it In the Amazon 
wilderness. Dr. Priestly’s cubes were 
half an Inch long and 6old for 3 shil- 
lings, or 75 cents, apiece— a stiff price, 
for the finest rubber today is $1 a 
pound. Its price for ten years has 
ranged from 62 cents to $1.09. 

“The conversion of the gmu to useful 
purposes made but slow headway. The 
first waterproof cloth in 1797 was the 
work of an Englishman. It was tenta- 
tive. and, of course, it would not stand 
heat. In 1S23 Charles Mackintosh of 
Glasgow discovered naphtha and, dis- 
solving rubber in it, produced a varnish 
which, when spread on cloth, made it 
really impervious to water. Most of 
the rubber used in the world still conies 
from equatorial South America, and 
the forests where the Indians gathered 
ule are as dense today and almost as 
little known to white men as In the 
time of Cortes.” 

Why They Were Selected. 

It has been recorded that General 
Henry Knox, in 17S3, was the “great- 
est” of 11 distinguished officers of the 
army, weighing 280 pounds. Noah 
Brooks, in his book entitled “Henry 
Knox,” gives the following incident re- 
lating to the general’s full habit: 

With a Captain Sargent, he was se- 
lected to present the bard case of the 
starving and naked men at Valley 
Forge to the attention of a committee 
of congress. One of the congressmen, 
wishing to show his wit and sarcasm, 
said that he had never seen a fatter 
man than General Knox nor a better 
dressed man than liis associate. 

Knox managed to keep bis temper 
and remained silent, but bis subor- 
dinate retorted, “The corps, out of re 
speet to congress and themselves, have 
sent as their representatives the only 
man who had an ounce of superfluous 
flesh on his body and the only other 
man who possessed a complete suit of 
clothes.” 

Our System of Notation. 

Some system of notation has been 
used since time out of memory. The 
first record we have of It is of figures 
written with u stick on a flat surface 
covered with sand. Before that all 
calculations were made with pebbles, 
beaus and the like. Even now the 
Chinese do their calculating with little 
stones or heads strung on wires, in a 
frame. The Romans first used vertical 
lines— 1, II, III, etc.— to express num- 
bers. The Arabic figures, which we 
commonly use at the present time, are 
of much ea’lier date. 

The Arabic system is chiefly valu- 
able on account of the great conven- 
ience It affords by giving a figure a 
value according to the place it occu- 
pies in the line. By this system the 
mast enormous sums can be expressed 
by the ten little characters which form 
1 the numerical alphabet 

Metaphor. 

The Minneapolis (Kan.) Messeqger 
says: “We once heard Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt eulogize Mrs. Stanton, 
Harriet Beecher Stowe and Susan B. 
Anthony as follows: ‘These are the wo- 
men who laid themselves down in the 
dust, as it were, to form a bridge over 
which you and I might go dry shod.’ 

“Once we heard the president of 
Brown university describe the old char- 
ter oak. first as a safety vault then as 
a hearthstone, and at last be made a 
lightning change and brought out the 
old tree as the rudder to the ship of 
state. That beat anything we ever 
heard and the greater surprise, too, 
coming as it did from such a profound 
scholar.”

SINGLE PIECE SUITS THAT ARE SPUN 
UPON THE BODY. 

A Remark nble Tale of the Remarka- 
ble Cm neats of Silk That Are 

Worn by Some Remarkable South 

American Indiana. 

Probably no country on earth Is more 
intonating to the traveler on the look- 
out for queer things and unusual expe- 
riences than the silvas of the Amazon, 
and here is a story about an Indian 
tribe of that region told by Arthur Ax- 
tell, an American traveler, that can 
hardly be beaten. 

These particular Indians were contin- 
ually bent on discovery and experi- 
menting, says Mr. Axtell. Somehow 
they had come Into possession of some 
silkworms. These worms were not 
known before In that country, and 
most of them died before the natives 
found out how to raise them. But they 
persevered and by feeding them on the 
tender leaves of some native plants 
produced a good quality of silk, not so 
good as the Chinese product by feeding 
tho worms on white mulberry leaves, 
but nevertheless a strong, serviceable 
silk, certainly good enough for the 
dusky bodies of these savages, for this 
silk has not yet become an article of 
commerce. 

Their method of obtaining the silk 
and transforming it Into garments was 
crude. When the moths laid the eggs, 
the natives carried them In great quan- 
tities in belts about their bodies, thus 
giving the eggs the body heat At the 
end of winter the eggs were hatched, 
and the result was an army of caterpil- 
lars. These were trained to crawl over 
the naked bodies of the natives. This 
was their home. They knew no other 
and seemed quite contented. 

During eight weeks the savage is 
covered with these yellow crawlers. It 
would seem that thousands of creeping 
caterpillars over one’s body from bead 
to foot would tickle one to death. Cer- 
tainly a white man would find It un- 
bearable, but it must be remembered 
these natives of Brazil are scarcely hu- 
man. To them It is Intensely Interest- 
ing to train these worms In the way 
they should go. Small bits of leaves 
are stuck on the bodies of the natives 
In regular rows, and round and round 
the worms go, feeding on the way. Th# 
natives help each other In the placing 
of the bits of leaves and in confining 
the worms to certain localities oa the 
body. 

These caterpillar covered niggers, as 
Dr. F. A. Marsh, who was of our party, 
called them, 6leep on their backs at 
night and are careful not to turn over 
in their sleep. That would be a sad 
calamity. When we came to their vil- 
lage, there were ten Indians, men and 
women, In the act of raising silk cater- 
pillars by this unique process. They 
were a sight to chill the blood. I know 
the blood stopped flowing In my veins. 

I stood still and shuddered. Yet there 
was a fascination about It, for I had 
been told what the object of it was, 
and I admired the savage Ingenuity. 

After the worms have become dizzy 
with playing the “merry go round” on 
the bodies of the savages they quit eat- 
ing and commence spinning the outer 
covering for the cocoons. When this 
labor Is done, the natural process of 
silkmaking Is Interfered with. The 
savages had found out that when the 
cocoons were finished they would burst 
or the worms would eat their way out 
In either case the silk was destroyed. 
So the worms are prevented from mak- 
ing the cocoons. Instead tho fiber for 
the outer covering is destroyed, and 
the poor caterpillars stop In perplex- 
ity. But they doubtless conclude the 
savages are right, and the worms are 
In debt to them for eight weeks of 
feeding, so they start Boon to the spin- 
ning of the silk. . • 

The natives are now In ecstasy. They 
make the worms bnstle around them as 
they have been taught during all their 
little lives and spinning as they go the 
fine filaments of shining silk. Round 
and round crawl the worms, each one 
spinning 1,000 to 4,000 yards of silk 
thread around the swarthy, savage 
neck, around each naked arm, around 
the chest and abdomen and the lower 
limbs. The work of the worm is over. 

And the result Is a remarkable trans- 
formation. From a nude savage figure, 
loathsome and repulsive, with thou- 
sands of yellow worms crawling, twist- 
ing, writhing, squirming, to a conquer- 
ing. proud native of Brazil, clothed in 
a perfectly fitting garment of rich silk. 
He has toiled not, neither has he spin- 
ned— he has only bossed the Job— yet Is 
he clothed in raiment ns beautiful as 
the lilies of the field. What a feeling 
of supremacy he must have! He has 
Interfered successfully with a divine 
plan. He has turned aside the course 
of nature and stands erect— In his own 
mind, at least— a man to be greatly ad- 
mired.— Philadelphia Time*.

Montesuma’s Well. 

One of the most pleasing natural 
curiosities In the territory of Arizona 
Is the pool of water known as Monte- 
zuma’s well. It Is situated 15 miles 
northeast of the old abandoned mili- 
tary post known as Camp Verde. It Is 
250 feet In diameter, and the clear, 
pure water Is about GO feet below the 
surface of the surrounding country. 
Borne years ago certain military offi- 
cers sounded the pool and found that 
It had a uniform depth of 80 feet of 
water except in one place, apparently 
about six feet square, where the sound- 
ing line went down about 500 feet 
without touching bottom. 

The well empties Into Beaver creek 
only about 100 yards distant, the wa- 
ter gushing forth from the rocks as 
though It were under great pressure. 
The well is undoubtedly supplied from 
subterranean sources, possibly through 
the hole sounded by the army officers 
years ago. The sides of the well are 
honeycombed with caves and tunnels, 
permitting sightseers to descend to the 
water’s edge. 

Montezuma’s well contains no fish. 
The flow of water from It is the same 
throughout the season. Popular opiu- 
lon has attributed the origin of the 
well to volcanic action, but as the rock 
■urrounding It Is limestone it is more 
than probable that the action of the j 
water is responsible for Its creation. — ( 
Native American. 

MUIIobb Made Planting; Trees. 

Any one who takes a vital Interest in 
the welfare of his grandchildren can 
insure their being rich by planting ! 
trees on treeless land, which land he 
can leave to them in his will. Some 
big British fortunes have been provid- 
ed for In this manner. A predecessor 
of the present Duke of Athole had a lot 
of land, but It was not especially valu- 
able— In fact, he was “land poor.” 

He determined that bis descendants 
should fare better and so began plant- 
ing trees. In the course of his lifetime 
he planted 14,095,710 larch trees alone, j 
covering an area of 10,324 acres. His | 
last plantation covered 7,800 acres, 
which In the ordinary way becomes a 
forest of mature timber 70 years after | 
planting. Thinned down to about 350 
trees an acre, each tree will contain at 
least 50 cubic feet of timber, which, at 
25 cents a foot, gives a sum of $4,375 ( 
an acre, a total for the value of the 
timber on the last plantation alone of 1 
$34,500,000. 

The whole Initial outlay for this plan- 
tation, which haa so increased the 
wealth of the ancient house of Athole, 
is said to have been only about $15,000 
for the seedling trees and the cost of 
the labor of planting them. The main- 
tenance of the wood was paid for out 
of the profits arising from the sale of 
young wood when thinning the planta- 
tions.

The Carious Story Connected With 
the White House of Bnb-el-Mandeb. 
A Monument of the Undoing of a 
French Admiral. 

On the foreshore of the Arabian coast 
In the Btralt of Bab-el-Mamleb, at the 
southern entrance to the Red sea. 
stands a large white house concerning 
which the travelers to the far east may 
hear a curious story. In the middle of 
the nineteenth century, when M. de 
Lesseps, after many difficulties, had 
successfully floated the Suez Canal 
company, the governor of the British 
port of Aden, about 100 miles distant, 
was surprised one morning by the visit 
of a French squadron of very uuusual 
else for that part of the orient whieh, 
having encountered a terrific storm off 
8okotra, had put in for repairs. 

In the mind of the governor curiosity 
was at once aroused as to the destina- 
tion of so large a command, a curiosity 
which increased as he found it impossi- 
ble to extract any further information 
from the French admiral or his officers 
beyond the statement that they were 
upon an ordinary cruise, an explana- 
tion which the former was not the 
least Inclined to believe. 

Firm In the belief, therefore, that 
some political move of great impor- 
tance was afloat if not afoot, the gov- 
ernor, In order first of all to gain time, 
gave orders to go very tortoisellke on 
the repairs and then set to work to take 
the Frenchmen off their guard by giv- 
ing a snccession of such entertainments 
as both bis slender means and the aw- 
ful barrenness of the place would af- 
ford. 

But though at the end of two weeks 
the French and British officers had got 
upon the best of terms the immediate 
destination of the French squadron re- 
mained as much of a mystery to the 
governor of Aden as before, and in 
spite of all possible delay the repairs 
were nearly completed. 

Now, it happened that the wife of 
the governor possessed an Irish maid, 
who had been receiving attentions 
from one of the French petty officers-- 
attentions which the girl did not regard 
seriously. It occurred to the governor 
that by such means something might 
be learned of his unexpected visitor’s 
plans, and a private conversation be- 
tween the governor’s wife and her 
maid resnlted in another between the 
latter and her French admirer, by 
which It was discovered that Perim is- 
land was the objective point. 

At this Information the governor 
opened his eyes wide indeed, for, If the 
Suez canal were cut through, Perim, as 
commanding the southern entrance to 
the Red sea, in the middle of the strait 
of Bab-el-Mandeb, would be a place of 
great strategic Importance, over which, 
without doubt, it was the intention of 
the French admiral to hoist the tri- 
color. 

Secretly giving orders, therefore, for 
a gunboat to immediately embark a de- 
tachment of soldiers and steal away in 
the night for Perim island, the govern-

Aden. 

So the dinner and party In due course 
came off, the governor being in high 
spirits, because in the meantime be had 
received the news of the occupation of 
Perim, which under the circumstances 
would surely be followed by the longed 
for promotion, and the French admiral 
was equally happy, for he hoped on the 
morrow to add the same Important lit- 
tle speck of land to the dominion of his 
own country, thereby covering his 
breast with the stars and himself with 
maritime glory. 

Next day, after an Interchange of 
cordial farewells, the French squadron 
sailed away to an apparently unknown 
destination, until, when clear of the 
land, the course was laid fall speed di- 
rect for Perim island. 

Then what was the dismay and dis- 
appointment of the French admiral and 
his officers when, on coming in sight of 
their destination, they beheld the Brit- 
ish flag fiylng and a company of sol- 
diers drawn up to give them a proper 
salute. It Is said the French admiral 
was so mortified at being thus outwit- 
ted that he first flung bis cocked hat 
overboard and then followed It himself 
Into the sea. 

Be this as It may, as Perim was 
clearly already occupied by the British, 
the only counter move which the 
French could make was to take posses- 
sion of a strip of the foreshore on the 
opposite Arabian coast, where they 
built the fortified white bouse In ques- 
tion, but as the place was entirely at 
the mercy of the guns on Perim Island 
It was shortly abandoned, to remain to 
this day as a monument of a French 
admiral's undoing.— Exchange.
